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Pursuant to our agreement with the City of Los Angeles, I am submitting our Fourth Quarter 
Report on behalf of the Central Hollywood Coalition Board. 
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I. Operational Issues 
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The budget for 2016 was approved at the board's November board meeting. The 
2016 Planning Report was also approved at that meeting. The total budget is 
$1,585,880 which includes an anticipated rollover of $65,294 from 2015. 

In October, it was discovered that the non-profit tax exempt status had lapsed, 
per an action of the Franchise Tax Board. It appeared that the former Treasurer 
of the association had not paid a $10 filing fee with the 2012 tax return. Because 
this individual was listed with the Secretary of State as "agent for the service of 
process" the staff never knew that this had not been paid. Staff worked with an 
accounting form to re-apply to the Franchise Tax Board and that application was 
submitted on September 18, along with the fees and penalties associated 
therewith. The process can take 90 to 120 days. 

In October, the president of the board, Carol Massie, appointed three members 
to serve on the Nominating Committee: Bill Humphrey, Michael Pogorzelski, and 
Joyce Williams. The five board seats slated to expire in February 2016 are 
currently held by David Calabrese, Brian Folb, Michael Nourmand, Chase Gordon 
and Fred Rosenthal. All property owners received a mailing inviting applications 
for consideration by the Nominating Committee. The slate was decided in 
November and the following people were presented, for election in February:

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During this quarter. Board member Charles Eberly resigned from the Board. Property 
owner Drew Planting was elected in December to fill his term. 


II. Security 


• The board approved an additional allocation from the Security account during this 
period ($565) to link the video surveillance cameras in the LAPD Detective office 
to the Watch Commander so he/she can view and manipulate the cameras. 

There is one camera that belongs to Sunset & Vine. 

• A representative from the Mayor's office attended the November meeting of the 
Sunset & Vine BID to discuss what the city is doing to address the homeless crisis 
and to hear concerns from the stakeholders. 

• Kerry Morrison represented the BID at a meeting with the LA Times Editorial 
board on October 20. The topic of discussion: the city's proposed sidewalk 
vending ordinance. The position asserted by the BIDs in LA is that each area 
should have the opportunity to opt into the ordinance ifthey want street vending. 
There should not be a one size fits all option for all of Los Angeles.

III. Marketing 

• The board received the wrap up report for Sunset and Dine in October. The event was a 
sell-out. Income from sponsors and ticket sales exceeded $20,000. Expenses amounted 
to approximately $14,000. In December, the committee awarded $6,000 to The Center, 
as the nonprofit recipient of the proceeds. 

• The new logo for the Sunset & Vine BID was approved by the board during this quarter. 
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Streetscape & Planning 


• The board had previously approved moving forward with the utility box public art 
program. An artist was selected in October. Design and fabrication occurred during this 
quarter, and the project is expected to formally launch in the first quarter of 2016. 

• The board, at their October 13 meeting, approved moving forward with a demonstration 
project public art installation slated for property at the SW corner of Selma and Ivar. The 
property owner is agreeable to allowing this pop-up, and the partnership will be with LA 
MAX, a nonprofit urban design firm. A budget of $20,000 was recommended by the 
Streetscape Committee and the board approved moving forward. Over the course of the 
quarter, MOU agreements were hammered out between the parties: LA MAS, the CHC, 
the property owner, the tenant (Urban Outfitters). Though it was hoped this could be 
unveiled for the Music + Arts Festival, it will be slated for early 2016. In addition to 
beautification funds from the SVBID budget, the board authorized utilization of the 
$5000 DWP grant as well. 

• Upon the recommendation of the Streetscape committee, the board approved a 
landscaping project on Sunset Boulevard between Cahuenga Boulevard and El Centro 
Avenue, to address the damaged and potentially dangerous tree wells along the 
sidewalk. A $5,000 budget was approved to remove the concrete and brick obstructions 
around the tree wells and replace the area with grass, flowers, and other plants.

• Staff continued to respond to public records requests during this quarter from Mr. Adrian 
Riskin.
